THE heavy consumption, during re- 


cent years, of sleep-producing drugs in- 
dicates that more and more people are 
finding the pursuit of sleep difficult. 


This should not be so because sleep is 


a natural thing which should come of 
itself. The fact that so many people must 
woo it by artificial means is probably due 
to the many worries and strains which 
accompany modern life. Of course, sleep- 
lessness may be due to other causes. A 
room which is too .hot or too cold, im- 
proper covering, an uncomfortable bed, 
lack of fresh air. outside noises or too 
much lisht all can interfere with sleep. 
But by far the most frequent cause is the 
bad habit of inviting all one's worries to 
share one's bed. 


The use of sleeping pOTs alone is not 


a cure for insomnia or Sleeplessness, but. 
35 a temporary help, such preparations 
are u.*eful when employed under the di- 
rection of a physician- 


It has been suggested that such medi- 


cill function better if they are 
coated, that is. if the drug has a 


coating which wul not dissolve hi the 
stomach but in the intestines. With such 
a preparation, the total dose necessary 
to produce sleep may be much less thaii 
tbe non-coated variety. Furthermore, the 
so-called hangover which comes from the 
use of such drugs 5s reduced or eliminated. 
Since smaller amounts are required, there 


less likelihood of their becoming habit-

BUT THE BIO split between Jim 


Duff and the Grundy-Owlett group 
was a fight for state control which 
had been raging ever since Big Jim 
Duff sat down in the governor'* 
chair. For years Joe Grundy had 
run the state through his Penn- 
sylvania Manufacturers association, 
founded on and dedicated to the 
principle that what's best lor in- 
dustry is best for the state. Jim 
Duff had another theory: That 
capitalism thrives best when it is 
not just the protector of entrenched 
wealth, but serves all the people 
equally. 
, 


That was no sudden, theoreti- 


cian's conclusion. Biff Jim had 
come up throttgh__the brawling 
competition dT~the~wildcat oil- 
fields; his roots were deep in 
Pennsylvania history. One of his 
ancestors was a member of Wil- 
liam Penn's Council. His grand- 
father was one of the first to 
strike oil in western Pennsyl- 
vania. 


The son of a Presbyterian min- 


ster, he went to Princeton (clasi 
of '04), studied law at the Universi- 
ties of Pennsylvania and Pittsburgh. 
After he had hung out his shingle 
in Pittsburgh, he scraped up $5,000 
lor an oil driller's rig and took a 
lease on some property not five 
miles from home. With beginner's 
luck, he struck. Since then he has 
followed the wildcatters from west- 
ern Pennsylvania to the Gulf of 
Mexico. He made a fortune; lost 
most of it in the 1929 crash, returned 
to the law practice he had never 
quite abandoned. 


When his old friend Ed Martin 


asked him to help with the Martin 
campaign for governor in 1942, Jim 
Duff had long been neck-deep in 
Pennsylvania politics. As a delegate 
to the state convention in 1912, he 
helped swing Pennsylvania away 
from William Howard Talt and into 
Teddy Roosevelt's Bull Moose herd. 
He was a constant rebel against Joe 
Grundy's local and state machines; 
he remains a Bull Mooser»to this 
day. 
* • * 


AS ED MARTIN'S attorney gene- 


•al, he banged head-on Into Joe 
Grundy's industrialists. Under Duff's 
urging, Ed Martin liberalized work- 
men's compensation and unemploy- 
ment laws (which Joe Grundy and 
the P.M.A. have always considered 
the devil's work), pushed through 
a bill to curb the discharge of mine 
silt into the Schuylkill river. 


When mine owner* protested, 


redheaded Jim Duff ihot back: 
"Do the job* yourselves before 
I've got to put the iron to you." 


Despite such run-ins, when it 


came time to pick a successor for 
able Governor Ed Martin, the party's 
bigwigs settled on Big Jim. 
After 


a long, weary aftern9on's session 
In the Hotel Hershey. the bosses 
could still not decide between lour 


million 
appropriation. 
Increased 


their staff doctors by 30 percent. 


He is Increasing the state's 


nursery capacity from five t* 
69 million trees a year, the yearly 
output of flab hatcheries from 
3^ to 10 million flngerling*. 


Cracking down with the state's 


anti-pollution laws, Duff has al- 
ready cut the dumping of mine 
waste by 80 percent in the Schuyl- 
kill river basin. The task of dredg- 
ing out millions of tons of accumu- 
lated silt and culm is ready to begin.

Mechanical 'Hear!' 
Aids in Operations 


STOCKHOLM, June 17 (IP)—With 


the help of an artificial lung and 
an artificial heart a young Swedish 
surgeon has been able to operate in 
the hearts of dogs His method may 
open a new way to operate also in- 
side human hearts. The surgeon is 
Dr. Viking Bjoerk, an assistant to 
one of the world's leading heart 
surgeons. Prof. Clarence Crafoord 
in Stockholm. 


Bodily organs with the exception 


of the brain can be emptied of blood 
for half an hour without injury. 
The brain, however, cannot lack 
blood for more than a few minutes 
at a stretch. If an operation is to 
be performed inside the heart the 
blood-circulation must be stopped. 
But afc the same time the brain 
must be supplied with fresh blood 
continuously. 
Dr. Bjoerk takes 


blood from an upper vein, oxygen- 
ates it in an apparatus with ro- 
tating disks, and then pumps it 
back into an artery leading to the 
brain. There were many difficulties, 
notably 
to 
prevent 
mechanical 


damage to the delicate red blood 
corpuscles. 


For up to 93 minutes Dr. Bjoerk 


has succeeded m maintaining arti- 
ficial blood-circulation in the brain 
of a dog. The apparatus will be 
perfected. Two of them can be 


i used, one for the upper part of 


j the body, the other for the lower 
part, which will give the surgeon 
more time to operate inside 
the

BERLIN, June 17 W—Official 


German language newspapers of 
tooth the American and British mili- 
tary governments say the Soviet Is 
continuing to dismantle German 
factories In the Russian zone despite 
hlRhly publicized official statements 
that ihe program had ended. 


Workers thus left without jobs 
are being sent as forced labor to 
the uranium mines of Saxony or 
to Russia, the newspapers "Neue 
Zeltung" and "Die Welt" said. 


"The end result of such s 


policy (of dismantlement) can 
only be the complete de-indus- 
trialization of the Soviet zone," 
Die Welt continued. "The re- 
sultant lowering of living stand- 
ards will create an economic 
desert" 
Both newspapers listed ten 


Soviet-owned factories and three 
plants already socialized as newly 
scheduled for dismantling. They 
Include machine, typewriter, syn- 
thetic fuel, film, cable and motor 
works. 
"Neue Zeitung" and "Die Welt," 


which 
frequently 
have 
Official 


Anglo-American information made 
available to them, gave this pic- 
ture of factory dismantling and 
working conditions in the Saxony 
mines of the Soviet zone. 
* * * 


RUSSIAN COMMANDER-in- 


Chief Marshal Vassily Sokolowsky 
assured the head of the Soviet 
zone's German central administra- 
tion dismantlings would end May 
1, 1946. The following October, 
however, factories still were being 
torn down lor shipment to the 
Soviet Union. 
On Jan. 16, 1947, the "Taegliche 


Rundschau", official organ of the 
Soviet military administration, again 
announced "the final end of dis- 
mantling". Seven soft coal mines 
were excepted. 
' 


Dismantlings which continued 


in the following months were 
described by the official Soviet 
news bureau as the "last phase" 
of the program. 


However, a new series of "par- 
tial" dismantlings started on six f ac- 
tories this Spring. Included were 
the artificial rubber (Buna) plant in 
Schkopau and former Siemens fac- 
tories at Arnstadt and Gera manu- 
•facturing electrical apparatus. 


"The dismantling will reduce the 


capacity of these plants by €0 per- 
cent," Die Welt said. 
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Find Giant Tooth 


Dredged from the ocean floor 


off Ambrose Lightship, N. Y., by 
a, fishing boat crew the giant 
tooth (above) has been identified 
as that of a mastodon. It weighs- 
3*4 pounds and is 6'4 inches 
long and 3!4 inches wide. 


BOTH "DIE WELT" and "Neue 


Zeitung" said a large staff of Rus- 
sian engineers had arrived to do 
the new job. 


The majority of the factories now 


being dismantled originally were in- 
' corporate! into a giant Soviet owned 
trust of more than *00 Eastern zone 
plants. Russians said then the 
plants were being left in Germany 
to work at full capacity for repara- 
tions which the Russians are taking 
out of current production. 


As a result of dismantlings, 


expropriations and reduced, plant 
capacities, the newspapers 
pointed out unemployment was 
growing in Eastern Germany. 


The unemployed, however, are 


being sent by zonal labor offices as 
forced labor into Saxony's mining 
area where the Soviet reportedly is 
exploiting the mines for pitchblende, 
- a source of uranium. 


"With the increase of forced labor, 


work in the mines is being pressed 
forward day and night with the 
greatest of speed," Die Welt said.
